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We, Nicholas Leventis and Chariklia Leventis, declare the following: 

1. We are the sole co-inventors of the subject matter claimed in the above- 
identified U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/643,578, filed August 18, 2003. 

2. We have reviewed the Office Action mailed September 21, 2006 with respect 
to the above-identified application, the documents cited therein, and the Response 
submitted herewith, and make this Declaration in support of the patentability of the 
claims of Application Serial No. 10/643,578. 

3. We, Nicholas Leventis and Chariklia Leventis, are two of the co-authors of the 
journal article: Leventis et al. (2002), "Nanoengineering strong silica aerogels," Nano 
letters,l{9), 957-960 (the "Leventis et al. document").

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5. Although Guohui Zhang and Abdel-Monem M. Rawashdeh were named as co- 
authors of the cited Leventis et al. document, they are not co-inventors of the subject 
matter claimed in the present application. We, Nicholas Leventis and Chariklia Leventis, 
are the sole inventors of said subject matter.
